seem to accomplish much toward creating,the impression 
that it is a serious affair involving very solemn vows, which 
should be regarded as binding.

times produces accidents. It is a pretty bad anti-climax 
for a jSyful wedding party when some of the guests turn 
up in a hospital. Better cut out the rough stuff, young 
folks, and if there is to be any hazing make it very mild.
